SOUTH KOREA ASKS 
FOR ARMS FOR 20 
MORE DIVISIONS 


PUSAN, Korea, May 7 (UP)— 
Sotith Korea asked for arms for 
20 more divisions today and 
vowed to fight until the Reds 
have been driven across the Man- 
churian and Soviet borders. 

Foreign Minister Pyun Yung 
Tae said his Government “will 
not settle for less” than complete 
liberation of all Korea from the 
Communists. 

Pyun proposed that the pres- 
ent South Korean Army of 10 
divisions be doubled at once and 
an. additional 10 divisions be 
raised later. 

These, he said, would be suf- 
ficient to control and defend the 
Manchurian border so long as the 


United Nations continue their sea 
and air patrol of Korea. He 
pledged Korea to help resist 
Communist aggression anywhere 
in the world.

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., May 7 
(AP)—A flaming B-36 bomber 
crashed and burned as it was 
coming in for a landing during 
a sandstorm yesterday afternoon, 
killing 23 persons. 

It was the fifth and worst B-36 
crash since the Air Force put the 
139-ton bombers — the world’s 
largest—into operation in August 
1949. In the otner four B-36 
crashes a total of 26 were killed, 
only three more than died in the 
single crash yesterday. 

Kirtland Air Force Base looked 


like a junkyard. 

The crash of the $3,500,000 
plane was so bad that airmen 
“didn’t want to look.” 

Col. Perry B. Griffith, Kirt- 
land commander, said, “We're 
rounding up witnesses to try to 
find out what happened. But I 
don’t think there’ll be any new 
developments out of the investi- 
gation.” | 

‘Flames 200 Feet in Air.’ 

Col. Griffith said the flaming 
wreckage “looked like a burning 
oil field. Flames shot up almost 
200 feet in the air.” 


“T didn’t want to look,” said 
Lt. William S. Knipple, “I turned 
my back.” Knipple is. one of 
three members of the 188th Fight- 
er Squadron who watched the 
crash.

WASHINGTON, May 7 (UP)— 
Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wil- 
son asked Congress today to per- 
mit limited farm subsidies, par- 
ticularly on meat,. and for stand- 
by authority to buy foreign farm 
products and resell them in this 
country. 

Wilson said this authority 
would be used only when and if 
necessary to ease _ inflationary 
pressures and to help the United 
States maintain its food supply. 

He outlined the proposals to 
the Senate Banking Committee 
at the opening of 20 days of 
hearings on the Administration’s 


proposal to extend for two years 
the Defense Production Act — | 
basic law of the mobilization and | 
stabilization program. The act 
now is scheduled to expire June | 
30. 
Most of Wilson’s proposals fol- 
lowed the pattern laid down by 
President Truman last month, but 


Wilson went *beyond the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations in the 
matter of domestic and foreign 
farm subsidies. 

On Limited Scale. 

Wilson said domestic subsidies 
on a limited scale may be neces- 
sary if high-cost food processors 
cannot maintain production under 
existing price ceilings. 

Some of the Administration's 
proposals—such as the suggested 
year-to-year “freeze” on parity 
prices — already have run into 
stiff congressional opposition.

“He (Eisenhower) feels that 
each week as we increase our 
strength we diminish by that 
much the chance that Russia will 
attack us,” Wilson said.

RFC Still Needed, He Says. . 

With emphasis the former 
chairman of the National Secur- 
ity Resources Board gaid he dis- 
agreed with those who believe 
there was no longer any function 
for the RFC. 

.“I believe it has been an im- 
portant function, and I know per- 
sonally many highly respected 
and conservative bankers who 
agree,” he said. 

“In my opinion, the soundness 
and health of all American busi- 
ness, especially small] business, is 
our best insurance against de- 
terioration into socialism, Fasc- 
ism, Communism, statism, or any 
other kind of ism. The RFC can 
play an important part in obtain- 
ing that insurance. 

“My concept of RFC is that it 
must not be a substitute for pri- 
vate business initiative. It must 
not be administered in such a 
way that the vital function of risk 
capital in our economy will wither 
away through lack of exercise. 

“As I see it today, part of the 
job of the RFC is to render bank- 
ing assistance where sueh as- 
sistance is in the public interest, 
but where the funds are not ob- 
tainable from private sources. 

“The RFC should not become a 
_erutch for business. It shouid 
provide the shot in the arm which 
will enable business that is in the 
public interest to help itself.” 

Policy Statement Promised. 

Although he did not want to lay 
down any new policies for the 
RFC with respect to loans until 
he has had time to study all 

of agency operations, 
Symington said: “But be assured 
of this—those policies will be de- 
fined, they will be made crystal 
clear, they will be adhered to.”

“Following its release from 
the Coast Guard, claims were 
filed by' the management against 
the Government for damages to 
the hotel by the Coast Guard. 
I was advised that all such 
claims against the Coast Guard 
following the war were . auto- 
matically referred to the Treas- 
ury Department for settlement. 
This is the same department 
of the Government for which 
Mr. Finnegan was then working 
as Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue. 


“This placed Mr. Finnegan 
working on both sides of the 
fence—an employe of the Treaé- 
ury Department while at the 
same time representing a client 
as attorney in a claim against 
the. Treasury Department.” 

The records show that while 
claims were filed in excess of 
$100,000 a subsequent settlement 
was made of approximately $40,- 
000 to the hotel operators by the 
Treasury Department. 

Williams turned then to a com- 
plicated financial transaction Fin- 
negan had with the American 
Lithofold Corp., of St. Louis, and 
the American Carbon Paper Co., 
of Chicago. 

American Lithofold had ap- 
plied, in November, 1948, for 
an RFC loan of $584,219, and 
had been turned down. Within 
a few months, Williams said, the 
eompany got RFC loans totaling 
$565,000. 

First of these loans was 
made in March, 1949. About two 
weeks later Williams quotes the 
minutes of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the company designating 
| Finnegan as the company’s “le- 
gal adviser.” 

Four weeks later, Williams 
said, records of the company 
show that 120 shares of its 
stock were transferred to Fin- 
negan’s wife. Then Finnegan 
borrowed $12,000 from the 
Tower Grove Bank and Trust 
Co., using the stock as col- 
lateral. 

“But,” Williams went on, 
“payments on this bank loan 
were not made by Mr. Finne- 
gan, but by American Litho- 
fold. The accounting treatment 
of repayments of the loan 
showed that American Litho- 
fold and Allied Carbon Paper, 
described as an allied company, 
divided up the repayments 
equally.” 

Quoting from an auditor’s ré- 

port of his examination of Fin- 
negan’s income tax returns, Wil- 
liams indicated that Finnegan 
had received much more from 
American Lithofold than would 
be indicated by the figures men- 
tioned earlier, the report said. 
It is found that the taxpayer 
properly included in his gross in- 
come those ‘amounts received 
from clients as reimbursement 
for certain of the above-men- 
tioned business expenses. 
“This was particularly true in 
the subsequent year 1949 when 
$9737.35 received from the Amer- 
ican Lithofold VTorp. as reim- 
bursement for expenses was duly 
included in taxpayer’s gross in- 
come.” . 

And then, drawing his own con- 
clusions, Williams continued: 

“This exchan; of letters and 
excerpts from the corporation’s 
minutes all substantiate the fact 
that Mr. Finnegan, while serving 
as Collector -of Internal Revenue 
in the city of St. Louis, was em- 
ployed as an attorney by the 
American Lithofold Corp. of St, 
Louis, which company, after his 
employment, negotiated a sub- 
stantial loan from the RFC.” 

The point is important, Wil- 
liams said, because subsequently 
Finnegan and American Litho- 
fold attempted to disassociate 
themselves.

Brodsky in the form of legal 

fees, should make little differ- 
ence, the Senator said.

“That Brodsky had the names 
‘of several persons who were 
involved in tax difficulties with 
the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue is admitted by Mr. Brodsky 
and is further established by 
the statements of Richard V. 
Clark Jr., (an insurance broker 
associated with the Aetna Cas- 
ualty Insurance Co. of St. 
Louis); Don Kelly (general 
manager of the John Hancock

Co. of St. Louis). 

“Mr. Brodsky contacted at 
least some of these persons 
whose names were supplied by 


Finnegan for insurance, and in 
éach instance he represented, or 
left the inference, that he was a 
partner with Finnegan. He rep- 
resented that they would be 
permitted by the collector to 
pay their tax deficiencies in de- 
ferred payments. . 

“The Valley Steel Products 
Co., Harrison Lumber Co., and 
Missouri Paper Stock Co. or 
their officers, actually had large 
tax assessments outstanding and 
they were paying the assess- 
ments by deferred payments. 

“It is possible, of course, as 
Mr. Finnegan claims, that Mr. 
Brodsky got his information 
about these particular taxpayers 
from someone other than Col- 
lector Finnegan; however, noth- 
ing was found to support that 
possibility, and all the _ evi- 
dence is to the contrary. 

“In fact, Mr. Brodsky reluec- 
tantly testified that he had re- 
ceived the names of these per- 
sons from Mr. Finnegan per- 
sonally. 

Here Williams feferred to a 
report by the intelligence units 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
on Finnegan’s office as ‘the usual 
whitewash” he said can be found 
in most investigations of Pender- 
gast proteges, or the “fair haired 
boys in Washington.” 

The grand jury, referred to by 
Senator Williams, was recalled hy 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore at St. Louis 
last Monday and instructed to 
make a sweeping investigation of 
the Collector’s office. 


Brodsky Tells of Paying Finnegan 
‘Legal Fees.’ 


John Martin Brodsky told the 
Post-Dispatch that former Col- 
lector James P. Finnegan had as- 
sisted him in obtaining insurance 
business but he asserted Finne- 
gan was not in business with him. 
He said he had paid Finnegan 
sums of money at various times 
but insisted they were “legal 
fees.” 

“IT never used Finnegan’s name 
in approaching a.prospect,” Brod- 
sky said, “unless Finnegan had 
first made an approach on my 
behalf.” 

Brodsky asserted Finnegan had 
not so aided him since last year. 
He added that Finnegan had 
served him as a lawyer—‘a sort 
of personal adviser’—from 1932 
until last year. “Jim Finnegan 
has been very much maligned by 
jealous insurance men who are 
trying to drive me out of busi- 
ness,” Brodsky declared. , 

Asked pointblank if he split 
commissions with Finnegan, Brod- 
sky replied: “Not directly.” 

Investigation by the Post- 
Dispatch showed that Brodsky, 
who now operates the Dudmar 
Insurance Agency in the Railway 
Exchange Building, was unknown 
in insurance circles there until 
1949, when he obtained a broker's 
license and promptly obtained a 
lucrative account from a food 
store chain. Previously he was a 
representative of textile firms. 

On learning of Brodsky’s use of 
Finnegan’s name to obtain insur- 
ance business, the Post-Dispatch 
last year asked Finnegan about 
the relationship. Then Collector 
of Internal Revenue, Finnegan 
described Brodsky as “only a 
casual acquaintance who was at- 
tempting to capitalize on a fam- 
ily friendship. 

“He does not represent me in 
any way, shape or form,” Finne- 
gan said, “and I have no intention 
of going into the insurance busi- 
ness.” 

Finnegan left for a vacation in 


Florida several weeks ago and 
was not available for comment.

Substantial. Advance Payments. 

There may be a case for some 
rearrangement and for an increase . 
in the payments to the Persian 
government, but many of the 
charges that are popularly made 
in Persia now are far wide of the 
mark. 

For instance, it is asked why 
cannot the Anglo-Iranian go 
shares on a fifty-fifty basis with 
the Persian government as the 
American companies do with King 
Ibn-Saud in Arabia? But in fact 
the company’s most recent offer, 
which the late Prime Minister 
and his colleagues advocated, 
would probably have given the 
Persians more than half the prof- 
its drawn from their country. In 
the meantime, the company is 
making substantial advancé pay- 
ments at the request of the Per- 
sian government. 


There is, of course, another 
side to the picture. The low 
standard of life, the backward- 
ness of agriculture and the prim- 
itive state of other industries tell 
an unhappy tale of corruption and 
neglect. The peasantry is neither 
prosperous nor contented. It 
works in conditions that are 
neither good nor improving. Pov- 
erty and internal tension increase. 

This is certainly not the com- 
pany’s fault, nor is it the Shah’s, 
for no ruler has battled more 
manfully to try to promote essen- 
tial reforms. 

The exasperating truth is that 
the whole country offers scope 
for financial help if only full co- 
operation between the company 
and the Persian authorities could* 
, be assured. 

Needs of People Urgent. 

There is scarcely a limit to 
what might be achieved. The 
needs of the Persian people are 
evident and urgent. So is the 
\cOmpany’s capacity to meet them. 

These are the realities, but not 
all Persians are enamored of re- 
alities that entail reform. It is 
much easier to lament the back- 
‘ward state of the country and to 
place the blame for it upon the 
nearest convenient pair of broad 
shoulders, in this case the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Co. 

.New we have the nationaliza- 
tion proposal, 
seems very clear what that means. 
. There can, of course, be no ques- 
tion of the Persian government 
having the resources to national- 
ize the company in the sense of 
buying it out. The funds just are 
not there, since the sovaremeal 
is even now living on loans ‘from 
the company. 

In any event, the oil is already 
the nation’s. It was discovered 
and has been worked and proc- 
essed by the company which has 
a concession for the purpose em- 
bodied in an international agree- 
ment. The world needs the oil; 
Persia needs the revenue. Neither 
can be realized without the effec- 
tive operation of the company and 
its world-wide organization. The 
example of Mexican oil is not in 
all respects similar, but even 
there it has taken nine years for 
production to approach its previ- 
ous* level. 

\ Problem of Transport. 

Anyone who has seen the wild, 
remote and rugged hills under. 
which Persia’s oil lakes lie reve 
understand at once how crucial 
the aerage of transport if that 
oil is to be brought to. market. 
The oil without the tankers would | 
by virtually unsalable. Persia | 

would: gain less than nothing if it 
seized the fields and lacked the 
means to transport either the 
crude oil or the finished products 
to the outside world. 

But we are forced to deal here | 
not only with reason but -with in- | 
Stinct. It is so easy to depict the 
foreigner as out to exploit the 
native Persian, as a wicked man 
who greedily drains away the na- 
tion’s wealth and gives a nig- 
gardly return for. what he takes. 
And then the oil fields and the 
refinery are so remote from the 
capital. 

Ignorance of what has been 
achieved at Abadan and of. the 
remarkable standard of social 
services of all kinds provided by 
the company is still widespread 
outside that particular area. 

Persian National Pride. 

Of course, this attitude has a 
Kistory for which it would not be 
fair to blame the Persians. —— 


pride. The days of Darius may be 
long ago, but the determination to 


be independent persists with a 


owe its origins to the Communists, 


though nobody. 


but it is, of course, being ex- 
| ploited by them. Extfeme national 
elements were responsible for the 
murder of the late Prime Min- 
ister. It was these which initiated 
the demand for nationalization. 

The Tudeh party has found all 
this very much to its taste. 

The activities of fanatical re- 
ligious sects which do not. stop 
short of murder must have’ been 
grist to the Communist mill. 
Whether there is an actual link 
between the two parties is of no 
great moment. What is certain is 
that both are now joined in a 
blazing anti-British campaign. 
Intimidation certainly plays its 
part, too. 

We must clearly understand 
how much is at stake. The oil of 
the Middle East is indispensable 
to the economy of the free world. 
The output of Persia is a third 
of the present total production in 
the Middle East. 

It would be a dangerous illu- 
sion to suppose that if the output 
of Persia fell to negligible pro- 
portions as a result of political 
action, the other sources would 
remain unaffected. 

Still less could a Persia unable 
to produce or market its oil be for 
any kind of barrier against Com- 
munism. 

Answer to Communism. 

The Tudeh party understands 
this very well. The most effective 
answer to Communism is a rising 
standard of living, but a Persia 
deprived of even half its present 
oil revenue would soon crumble 
into bankruptcy. Once again it is 
the peasants who would suffer. 

It is surely to everyone’s in- 
terest, save that of the Com- 
munists, that the oil output of 
the Middle East as a _ whole 
should rise and that benefits 
from this increase should be ever 
more widely spread among the 
peoples of those lands. 


What, then, can be done? 
Nothing, I think, in a hurry. 
Some opportunity must be given 
for the present overheated at- 
mosphere to cool. In _ present 
circumstances, merely to dis- 
patch British forces would pro- 
vide no solution. It might even 
so inflame Persian feeling as to 
damage the prospects of negoti- 
ation. And this is the only way 
finally to settle the business. 

But the objectives are clear 
enough. It should not be beyond 
the capacity of statesmanship to 
forge a closer association between 
the Persian government and. the 
company and to relate the oil 
revenue, probably on an increas- 
ing scale, to a definite program 
of nation-wide betterment. 

Conflict Benefits None. 

The main difficulty here lies 
in the creaking Persian adminis- 
trative machinery. But the at- 
tempt has got to be made, for the 
alternative is a continuing con- 
flict which will benefit no one

“As candidate, Mr. Darst opposed the city 
“earnings tax and pledged himself to work for its 
repeal. As Mayor, he said St. Louis needed the 
earnings tax and: denounced Gov. Smith for not 
calling a special session of the Legislature at 
which the tax might be extended. 

As candidate, Mr. Darst pledged himself to 
support the civil service amendment. As Mayor, 
he attacked the merit system and said he should 
‘have the right to fire city employes. This 
brought a terrific volley of protests, whereupon 


Mr. Darst said he.did “not want to return to the . 


spoils system.” 

In June, 1950, Mayor Darst came out against 
a bill to declare the non-slum Westchester 
Heights area “blighted” and opposed construc- 
tion of a private housing project under the 
favorable terms of the Urban Redevelopment 
Act. In January, 1951, the Mayor said he be- 
lieved the area to be “blighted” and would sup- 
port the Westchester project. 

In a matter of only a few days in September, 
1950, Mayor Darst was on first one side and 
then another of the street car and bus fare 
increase proposals of the Public Service Co. He 
even briefly favored the zone fare plan, which 
would have balkanized the city and put further 


* handicaps on the downtown area. 


Early in the Mayor’s term, racial segregation 
was precipitately ended at the city’s swimming 
pools. This resulted in ugly trouble at the Fair- 
grounds pool, whereupon the Mayor restored 
the old segregation rule. Then the Mayor or-, 
ganized a Council on Human Relations and 
appointed to it.some outstanding citizens. Yet 
they were so restricted in opportunity that one 
resignation soon followed another. The Council 
has now been reorganized, but it lacks strong 
professional — and independent status. 

. a 

Since he took seein! the Mayor has had 
opportunity to vote for two outstanding im- 
provements for St. Louis—the City Charter 
proposed by the Board of Freeholders and the 


levy and loan for the city’s schools. 


' After opposing its civil service provisions and 
declining to commit himself on the charter as a 
whole, he finally indorsed it shortly before the 
election last August,, No one saw any.tears in 
the Mayor's eyes after the charter’s defeat. 

Not until election ‘day, last Tuesday, did the 
Mayor state his. position on the school levy and 
bond issue. Then he said he had “reluctantly” 
voted against both propositions because he did 
“not know enough about them”! It is doubtful

St. Louis there has been‘a sorrier default where 
spirited leadership was the obvious need. 

For much too Jong the Mayor put up with an

Earlier there had been Representa- 
tive J. Parnell Thomas of New Jersey, who 
cheated the government by padding his office 
payroll, and Representative Andrew Jackson May 
of Kentucky, who took bribes and entered into a 
conspiracy to defraud the government. May 
had risen to the powerful chairmanship of the 
Military Affairs committee, Thomas to the chair- 
manship of the Committee on Un-American 
Activities. Both went from the House to the 
penitentiary. € 

When Congress acts as* the investigator and 
exposer of wrong-doing elsewhere, as in -the 
Kefauver ‘committee and the Fulbright commit- 
tee, how can it ‘conscientiously continue to re- 
nege on a similar responsibility toward the con- 
duct of its own membership? As long as it 
does, the’ potential Brehms, Mays and Parnell 
Thomases in its midst at any time in the fu- 
ture.can feel free to cheat the government and 
shame their office with a certain degree of 
impunity.

One wonders if Senator Taft, and those 
who think as he does, are fully aware of 
the implications of the Senator’s statement 
that his confidence in the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff is “shaken” because they “are abso- 
lutely under the control of the Adminis- 
tration.” 

It is one thing to question the wisdom 

of military policies, but it is quite another 
to strike at the roots of civilian control of 
those policies, a control which has been a 
dominant feature of the American repub- 
lic since its incep- 
tion. What are the 
alternatives? The 
Prussians had one. 
Their general staff 
was independent of 
civilian control, on 
the theory that the 
men who were to 
fight a‘war must 
have the freedom to 
plan and organize for 
war. 

In the Prussian 
system, later im- Senator Taft 
posed upon the Hohenzollern empire, the 
Ministers of War were largely figureheads, 
the Great General Staff had an independ- 
ent life of its own. 

Its power. was so: formidable that after 
World War I a section of the Versailles 
treaty’ was directed toward its abolition. 
Its intrinsic vitality was so great that it 
survived the Hohenzollerns and the treaty, 
functioning secretly until it became a 
strong weapon in the hands of Adolf 
Hitler. : | 

The Japanese had another alternative to 


civilian control of the armed forces. In 
their imperial organization, only generals 
and admirals could be Ministers of War 
and of the Navy. 


Hence the collective opposition of either 


_ of the services could block the formation 


of a government. In other words, under 
the German system, an independent gen- 
eral staff could flout the civil government, 
while under the Japanese plan the army 
and navy could rule. Both led to wars 
and disaster. 


Does Mr. Taft contemplate either of 
these methods? Or is he, in fact, content 
with the historic American procedure 
whereby an elected President chooses his 
principal military advisers, in accordance 
with the law and the Constitution, while 
Congress exercises control of the purse? 

Any officer who feels that he cannot, in 
conscientious performance of his oath of 
allegiance to the United States, share the 
responsibility for the decisions of the 
Chiefs of Staff is entitled to submit his 
resignation and carry his case to the 
people. 

The United States is now engaged in a 
public debate on the conduct of a war. 
something which would have been virtually 
impossible if the Chiefs of Staff formed 
an independent entity unaccountable . to 
civilian authority. 

Mr. Taft should speculate a little on his 
fate had he, as a member of the Reichstag 
or the Diet, decided to beard the Great 
General Staff or the military and naval 
masters of Japan during their heyday. 

And in so doing he might acquire some 
restraint.

It has been said that 
the Soviets thought there would 
be no opposition from us to the 
North Korean aggression and that 


that explains the invasion of June will 


25. No doubt that is part of the 
explanation. But I do not feel 
that it is the whole of it. 


The Kremlin’s Challenge. 


Moscow and Peiping must have 
known, they cannot have failed to 
make it a cardinal consideration, 
that once the whole of Korea was 
in their military orbit, the Amer- 
ican position in Japan, which is 
fundamentally a weak one be- 
cause of the extreme vulnerabil- 
_ ity of Japan, would be under- 
mined. I am disposed to believe, 
therefore, that while the Krem- 
lin may have been surprised, as 
indeed we ourselves were sur- 
prised when we put the Ameri- 
can Army into Korea, the Krem- 
lin knew that it was challenging 
profoundly the American position 
in the Far East. 

This poses the question as to 
why the Soviet did not let time 
work for it, as undoubtedly it 
does work for it, in Asia. The 
answer to that question, I believe, 
is that a maneuver.in Asia offered 
the best way of knocking down 
the Atlantic pact and the military 
coalition which it is organizing. 
For it was evident that the war- 
weary people of Europe could 
not be mobilized for a war which 
had its center in the Far East. 

_ It was equally evident that if 
there was to be a military show- 
down between the U.S.S.R. and 

the U.S.A.—and I think the So- 

viets probably believe a show- 
down is most probable—then the 

Far East was for them by all 

odds the best place to have the 

showdown begin. They had at the 
outset an immense ally—China, 


Soviets’ Prime Objective. 


But that-does not exhaust the 
advantages of the Far East as a 
place to bring about a showdown 
with the United States. American 


Sive sense only from the Euro- 
pean side, only from bases and 
facilities which are owned by 
Britain and France and their de- 
pendencies. The neutralization of 
American air power is, obviously, 
the prime objective of the Soviet 
Union. The self-evident way to 
neutralize American air power is 
to neutralize Europe. 

This, according to all indications 
so it seems to me, is what the 
Soviet government is working for. 
They have stopped talking about 
withdrawing the Red Army from 
the center of Germany and instead 


they appear to be using it as a- 


force in being to back up a policy, 
not of military conquest but, of 
political neutralization. 

y are in effect saying to the 
people of Europe: “We could over- 
run you, and our army will re- 
main on the Elbe to see that you 
do not forget it . but there 
be no war in Europe unless 
Europe intervenes in Asia and, 
as part of a war in Asia, enables 
the Americans to bomb the Soviet 
Union.” ~ 

Is this the correct explanation 
of Soviet grand strategy? From 

what we know for certain, it is 
impossible to be sure. 

But there is, I believe, a way 
to find out. If the theory is cor- 
rect, then Moscow will find ways 
to keep the Korean war going 
even if it expands on the Mac- 
Arthur line into China. If the 
theory is incorrect, if Soviet aims 
are more modest, then they may 
facilitate an end to the fighting 
on the lines of a compromise. 


A Pleasant Surprise. 


The two theories would be put 
to the test, and Communist in- 
tentions clarified, if the U.N. pro- 
posed, after Lt. Gen. Ridgway is 
able to report that the offensive 
has been contained, that there be 
an armistice at the thirty-eighth 
parallel. This proposal should be 
addressed in the first instance to 
the North Korean government, 
but both Moscow and Peiping 
should be asked to support it. 
The political terms of the ar- 
mistice should not go beyond the 
restoration of the status quo ante 
in Korea. Everything else, includ- 
ing an agenda for a peace con- 
ference, should be negotiable 
after there is an armistice. 

There is no reason to think, if 
the theory of Soviet policy which 
I have outlined is correct, that 
such a proposal would be ac- 
cepted. However, if it were ac- 
cepted, it would be a pleasant 
surprise.

“CAIRO, Egypt, May 7 (AP)— 
Egypt joyfully saluted a new 
Queen yesterday as King Farouk 
was married to a beautiful com- 
oo 17-year-old Narriman Sa- 

ek. 

To the booming of 101 salute 
guns, all Egypt united in double 
celebration of the wedding and of 
the fiftegnth anniversary of the 
31-year-old monarch’s reign. 

In accordance with Egyptian 
custom, the bride was not present 


Mrg.|at her own marriage ceremony. 


She waited in her widowed moth- 
er’s modest home while the union 
was formalized in a 20-minute all- 
male ceremony at Kubbeh Pal- 
ace. 

Six hours later Narriman made 
her first public appearance as 
Queen, driving the seven miles to 
Abdin Palace past more than 
1,000,000 of her cheering new 
subjects. 

At the palace the white-robed 
Queen, her head encircled with 
diamonds, stood with her royal 
husband at an exclusive tea party, 
receiving several hundred promi- 
nent guests. All of them were 
women except male members of 
the royal family and the Ismaili 
Moslem sect’s fabulously wealthy 
spiritual ruler, Aga Kahn. 

As Queen, Narriman will make 
public appearances. only at func- 
tions for women. 

During the day holiday parades 
and processions poured through 
Cairo’s streets, beneath special 
archways. Airplanes in forma- 
tion roared overhead. The capi- 
tal last night blazed with lights 
and fireworks. 

The chiefs of foreign diplomat- 


ic missions arrived at the palace 
at mid-morning, bringing gifts 
from their heads of state. 

United States Ambassador Jef- 
ferson Caffrey delivered from 
President Truman a set of four 
matched Steuben glass ‘vases. 
Truman had given one vase—a 
larger one—to Iran’s Shah on his 
recent marriage. 


From King George VI came a 
massive silver inkstand. 

The couple is reported plan- 
ning a honeymoon at Capri, the 
resort island off Naples, Italy. 

Only five men were present at 
the Moslem wedding ceremony— 
the president of the Moslem 
court, who officiated, the King 
and his two witnesses, and Nar- 
riman’s uncle, Mohamed Aly Sa- 
dek Bey, Ambassador to the 
Hague. The court president 
asked Farouk if he took Narriman 
as his wife. Her uncle answered 
for Narriman. 

For the afternoon reception, 
the new Queen wore a. white 
satin Parisian wedding gown, 
studded with more than 20,000 
brilliants and with a train 14 
feet long and 70 feet around the 
hem.

Senators, in other words, were 
to be elder statesmen rather than

If a prece- 
dent is desired, John Quincy 
Adams, after serving a term in 
the White House, returned to the 
House of Representatives where 
he served ably for 17 years until 
his death. 

Whatever one may think of 
their individual ‘views on any 
given subject,-no one can doubt 
that a Senate with Hoover, Mac- 
Arthur and Truman added would 
be a much more impressive and 
useful body. It is the kind of 
leveling up urgently needed if 
the Congress is to face the 
present crisis with a world view 
instead of a ward view. 

This may sound like a visio- 
nary suggestion. But in reality 
it is not at all. The machinery 
is there if anyone is anxious to 
enlarge the political horizons.

He said the club would put 
up $75,000 for each division of 
the proposed twin Preakness af- 
fair, then toss in another $50,000 
for the winner of a May 26 race 
at the Pimlico track between the 
first four in each Preakness divi- 
sion and the first four winners 
of Saturday’s Kentucky Derby. 

Would Be Real Race. 

That race would pit Count Turf, 
Royal Mustang, Ruhe and Phil D., 
which finished the Derby in that 
order, against the large field of 
vaunted Preakness eligibles. The 
four top Derby finishers are in- 
eligible for the ‘Preakness. 

Gen. Reckord said even if the 
Preakness were nct split, the|: 
Maryland Jockey Club would in- 
vite the first four Derby winners |}- 
to meet the first four Preakness 
finishers. | 

Sol Rutchick, trainer of Count 
Turf, said in New York, “We're 
ready to go. We'll be glad to en- 
ter Count Turf down there.

OOD A a are normal to everyone. All of us have emo- 

tional ups and downs. We may fee) “down in the dumps” 

for a few days and then fee' more cheerful and opti- 
mistic for days or weeks. 

Psychiatrists and psychologists have observed that each 
person does have normal emotional cycles. However, each of 
us has a different mocd cycle. Some people may go two or 
three weeks feeling fairly cheerful and optimistic before 
hitting a low. The low may last only a few days or a week - 
before you begin to feel more cheerful again. Others have 
their lows at shorter intervals.

THE HAPPY EXTROVERTS—those people who are espe- 
cially sociable—have only short periods of mild depression. 
Most of the time they are elevated, feeling very friendly 
toward others. -On the other hand, intrnverts—who are called 
bookworms or lone wolves when their introversion is pro- 
nounced—tend to have longer lows and deeper ones. 

Just as people who are cold starters in the morning, 
waking up feeling grouchy and dull, have a hard time under-

THERE IS A FORM of mental illness in which the normal 
mood cycle is exaggerated so much that anyone can tell it is 
abnormal. It is called'a manic-depressive psychosis, in which 
the depression is so extreme that the sufferer can do nothing, 
not even physical effort. The peak is so high that the sufferer 
becomes irresponsitle and even maniacal. Evén though this 
mental illness seems just like a magnification of the normal 
mood cycle, it is a definite mental illness with definite causes. 

Feeling a little low and depressed periodically is not 
abnormal. Everyone is similarly affected at times. 

Some people have noted the days when they feel de- 
pressed as well as those when they feel best After a few 
months they can plot a mood cycle and learn ‘o expect the 
next low period. This isn’t a good idea because it focuses 
their attention on their own feelings too much. Most people 


feel better when their attention is directed outward, away 


from themselves.

Ae windowless basement gymna- 
sium at Barnes Hospital, I 
saw what not so long ago would 
have been called a miracle. I saw 
Mae nyse walk. It was a sight 
I won’ n forget. 

A gregarious, somewhat’ buxom 
blonde woman in her 30s, she 
had been sitting in a wheelchair 
when we met. Her eyes sparkled. 
Slowly, but without help, she 
strapped long steel braces to her 
motionless legs and rolled her 
chair to the parallel bars. A 
nurse tied a belt around her 
waist, gave it a powerful upward 
tug and helped Mae ‘Barrett pull 
herself to her feet. 

A cloud of fear and intense 
concentration shadowed Mae’s 
face. Her hands clasped the bars 
in a desperate grip. Her arm 
muscles quivered and grew taut. 
Perspiration glistened on her 
brow. For a terrible, faltering — 
second she Phi 6 in danger of 
caving in and crashing to the 
floor. But Mae did not give in. 
Imperceptibly, in little halting 
jerks, her lifeless feet groped for 
footing. Now Mae Barrett stood. 
She straightened her shoulders, 
flashed a triumphant, wordless~ 
smile and then, step by wooden 
step, she walked. 


Three months ago, and for 
more than seven years before 


that, Mae Barrett was a helpless . 


cripple. Paralyzed from the 
waist down as a result of a spinal 
operation, she spent all her days 
in bed, unable even to roll over 
to her side. Shedding bedclothes 
called for a special occasion and 
only once or twice a year was she 
carried out of the house for a 
brief but exhausting spin in her 
brother’s car. She owned braces 
but did not know how to use 
them. Hers was a life without 
— without change, without 
ope, 
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HEN her family heard about 
the course in rehabilitation de- 
veloped at Barnes Hospital in 
conjunction with the Washington 
University School of Medicine. 
oday, Mae _ Barrett is not 
“cured.” She is still a paraplegic. 
. But by applying newly: refined 
treatment techniques and her own 
buoyant spirit she has learned to 
dress herself on her bed each 
morning, ease herself into her 
wheelchair and take care of her 
own needs. In ‘the evening she 
cooks dinner for herself and her 
sister. Twice she has been to see 
wrestling matches and the last 
time she maneuvered herself 
from her wheelchair into her seat 
with practically no help. . 


Her neighbors in the 3100 block 
on Watson road still have not got- 
ten used to seeing M&é up and 
about again. Every time she goes 
out they keep calling: “Mae, is 
that really you?” 1, 

Miss Barrett has more gruelling 
work ahead. “I’m learning how 
to walk on crutches,” she told me, 
“and, that’s every bit as difficult 
as learning to walk in the bars. 
But I have hopes that in ‘six 
months I'll be able to go any- 
where alone. I used to be a tele- - 
phone operator and I want to 
work at that again. I just know 
rll get a job!”

strokes, polio, 
amputations and other severe dis- 
abilities resulting from sickness 
and accidents. Only since the last 
war, under the leadership of a 
former St.. Louisan, Dr. Howard 
A. Rusk, has rehabilitation of the 
crippled been successfully system- 
atized. Not all of them benefit 
even yet, but responsible federal 
officials believe 1,000,000 persons 
could be added to the nation’s la- 


bor force if they had the type of 
. training now becoming available 


in St. Louis. 

At Firman Desloge Hospital, 
for instance, rehabilitation work 
is headed by Dr. D. Elliott 
O’Reilly, an instructor at St. 
Louis University School of Medi- 
cine and son of the late Dr. J. 
Archer O’Reilly, founder of the 
Missouri Society for Crippled 
Children. Young Dr. O'Reilly 
completed his training under Dr. 
Rusk at the unique Institute of 
Physical Medicine and Rehabilita- 
tion in New York and returned 
here only last fall.’ 


Late last February, Dr. O'Reilly: 


stood at the bedside of Mrs. Geor- 
gia Stratton of 623 St. Louis rd., 
Collinsville. Mrs. Stratton had 
been in a car crack-up near 
Litchfield, Ill. For the first three 
weeks in the hospital she. was 
only half-conscious. Both legs 
were broken and one arm. She 
had a brain concussfon, a dislo- 
cated right hip and no use of 
her right: wrist. Her face was 


‘-half-paralyzed and she could not 


close her right eye. She could 
not raise herself in bed. 

Now, working with occupa- 
tional therapy equipment, includ- 
ing an ironing board and a sew- 
ing machine, attractive, 25-year- 
old Mrs. Stratton looks forward 
to walking out of the hospital on 
her own power.

For many rehabilitation cases 
treatment begins with efforts to 
accomplish such feats as turning 
over in bed. They go on—and get 
successively rated—at such chores 
as putting on pajamas, brusiing 
teeth or tying shoe laces. At one 
institution in the county. there 
is an ingenious exercise board 
dotted with phony knobs, locks 
and telephone dials on which to 
practice. Treatment may take a 
year or even longer. 


Wherever possible, rehabilita- 
tion is directed toward the pa- 
tient’s eventual self-support. Dr. 
O’Reilly has a stroke patient who 
is a kosher butcher and practices 
daily how to hold and wield a 
butcher knife and how to wrap 
packages. He remembers another 
patient who is a tuckpointer and 
worked religiously at trying to 
grasp the holder of the mortar 
he uses to place cement between 
bricks. Another man had to keep 
a severely fractured leg in a 
cast for a year. He lost the spring 
to his gait and walked only with 
considerable pain. He was a milk- 
man, anxious to get back to his 
route. So for days and days he 
walked up and down the hospital 
corridors to get back his old 
nimble-footed technique.

R. O'REILLY and Dr. Sedg- 
D wick Mead, director of rehabil- 

itation at Barnes Hospital, can 
recall between them any number 
of “helpless cripples” who are to- 
day back at useful jobs. A para- 
plegic who was paralyzed during 
a tornado runs a farm and his own 
carpenter shop. A_ well-known 
business executive, completely 
paralyzed from the waist down, 
runs his own dairy farm and re- 
tail milk business. A polio patient 
operates a Clayton insurance busi- 
ness and drives his own car to see 
customers. Previous to training 
he needed a derrick to hoist him- 
self into his bed. 

“We have to learn to stress 
the individual rather than the 
disease,” says Dr. O’Reilly. “Too 
often we talk of ‘that cardiac in 
Room.5’ or ‘that dislocated hip in 
Room 9.’ ie this work we think 
in terms of the patients’ capa- 
bilities instead of their disabili-- 
ties. Then we work up the capa- 
bilities to the maximum.” 

Dr. Mead at Barnes explains 
how a disabled patient’s own re- 
sources often do much of the re- 
habilitation work—with proper 
prodding. There was, for exam- 
ple, one of his patients, a St. 
Louisan in the coal business, who 
was totally paralyzed down one 
side as a caauie of a stroke. For 
five days he lay in a coma. Six 
weeks later he walked out of the 


“Spontaneous return of func-, 
tion would have come about any- 
way in this case,” says Dr. Mead, 
“all we did was take advantage 
of it. We didn’t just let the man 
sit. In two and a half weeks we 
had him up in a chair. Today
